Frank  Millspaugh,  WBAI's  General  Manager  for  the  past  four  years,  will  be  leaving 
the  station  during  March.  Until  a  new  General  Manager  is  decided  upon,  Bob  Kutt- 
ner  will  be  Acting  Station  Manager.  There's  not  enough  room  to  give  him  a  proper 
eulogy,  but  let  it  suffice  to  say  that  we'll  miss  Frank  very  much  and  wish  him  the 
best  of  luck  in  whatever  he  plans  to  do.  2)  The  other  Pacifica  stations  have  already 
raised  their  subscription  rates.  WBAI  wanted  to  avoid  following  their  example,  but 
the  fact  remains  that  inflation  has  skyrocketed  our  costs,  and  there  has  not  been  a 
sufficient  increase  in  subscribers  to  compensate  for  the  increased  costs.  Therefore, 
as  of  March  1,  1970,  regular  subscriptions  will  cost  $24.00  and  student/ retired 
subscriptions  $15.00.  Renewals  for  current  subscribers  for  the  first  full  year  will  be 
$20.00  and  $13.00  respectively.  At  this  writing,  we  don't  know  the  exact  number 
of  new  subscriptions  and  renewals  we'll  need  in  March  to  meet  our  goals.  But,  please, 
we  need  your  help  desperately,  so  if  you're  due  to  renew  in  March,  do  it,  and  if 
you  know  any  non-subscribers,  tell  them  to  subscribe.  This  is  a  plea  from  our  hearts 
and  our  pocketbooks:  WBAI  is  presently  in  a  great  state  of  confusion,  poverty  being 
only  part  of  it.  We're  still  located  in  two  incompatible  locations;  construction,  while 
imminent,  has  not  started  yet.  We  need  all  the  help  we  can  get,  and  we  honestly 
think  we  deserve  it.  Our  programming  has  improved  enormously  over  the  past  few 
months  and  we  want  it  to  continue  to  improve  and  expand.  Show  your  support  by 
helping  us  financially,  and  do  it  soon.  3)  Obviously,  this  is  no  Wonderful  Big  Expen- 
sive Folio  like  the  February  one.  We've  had  to  cut  down  listings  to  almost  complete 
incoherency.  So,  check  the  Highlights  Section,  read  your  Folio  carefully  (what  there 
is  of  it),  and  we  promise  to  try  to  give  you  a  more  comprehensive  one  next  time.
